And by this our forſaking, and flying 
from the Unity of the Church: of Rome, 
this inconveniency amongſt many, we muſt

Forty Monks, did firſt plant Chriſtianity a- 
mongſt the Engliſh.

bighly extolled the obſerving of perpetual 
Chaſtity, and Virginity, preferring the fame 
far above Matrimony. Werenot theſe men

zeſt ants,were men of accute Wits,of excellent. 
Learning : If then they had found in the

Luther , Zuinglius, 
Bucer, Peter Martyr, Beza, and their fol- 
lowers, the Teachers of the Prateſtant Reli- 
0 they would, without all doubt, with 
heſe, have preferred Pleaſures before Per- 
nence ; Feaſting, before Fa#ting ; the delights 


of the Conjugal Life, before the continent and 


ſmgle ; and in a word, Riches, Honours, 
Pleaſures, before Labours and ſmart of a Peni- 
tential and Mortified Life; before velbanuy 
Poverty, and the vexing Attire of Hair-cloth,

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ted to him, by the Roman Church, by ' the 
Labours and Induſtry of Papiſts, both in 
Europe, Aſia, Africa, and the New-found 
World: Neither are they ever likely to be 
Blefſed in Him : For if already he hath not 
taken order, to preſerve a True, Divine, 
and Pure Religion among them, to bring unto 
them the Promis'd Bleſſing, that is, to San- 
Ctify, and Save them: He ts never likely to 
do it. For he 1s not likely to be wiſer, or 
better, or more powerful hereafter, than he 
hath been heretofore : Neither is he likely 
to come imo the World again, to found a 
new Church and Religion, and to eſtabliſh it 
better, than He did his firſt, for the Salva- 
tion of Mankind. | 

I demand of Pr5:cftants, if the Church of 
Chriſt, hath err'd, as they ſay, in her Do- 
QArine of Faith, from whence proceeded this 
her erring ? Did this happen, becauſe Chrift 
could not keep her from erring ; or becauſe 
- he would not? If he could not, how is he 
God ? How is he Omnipotent ? How is it 
True,that he had All Power given him in. Hea- 
ven and Earth, Mat. 28. 18. If Chriſt could 
enable his Apoſtles, to Preach his Religion, 
over the World, without danger of erring, 
and of deluding the Nations of the Earth ; 
why could not he alſo enable their Succeſlors, 
the Ordinary. Doors : and Paſtors of: his 
Church, to Teach and continue the ſame 
Religion, in all ' ſucceeding Apes, without 
Worre 3 danger 
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People ? If God could dirett men'to write 
his Holy Scriptures, without ' danger of er- 
ring; why can he not direCt men, .to expli- 
cate the ſame Holy Scriptures in all Ages, 


without danger of erring in ' matters of 


Faith? | "n- 1 
well - then, Proteſtants mult, ſay.,, that 


Chriſt conld have preſeryd his Church, in | 


| all Ages, from danger af erring in her Do- 
frine of Faith ; but would not. But why 
would he not? Did the Increaſe of-his own 
Credit and Glory, move him to this negleCt, 
or the good of Mankind ? not the Increaſe 
of his own Credit. For what Credit, Ho- 
nour, Glory, could acrew and riſe to him, 
by the erring of his Church ? Doth this com- 
mend his Workmanſhip, in Founding her ? 
His Wiſdom, Goodneſs, Power in Govern- 
ing her ? I think:not. Nay, could it become 
the Wiſdom of a Diſcreet man, to take fo 
great Pains , and- to ſuffer ſo Painful. and 
Ignominions a peath, as Chriſt did, for the 
Founding of an Ercing Church, which ſhould 
delude and miſlead the World ? Would any 
HoneZt Proteſtant, if he had the like Power, 
that Chriſt had, . have Founded fo miſer4ble 
a Church, as they eſteem Chriſt to. have Foun- 
"ded ? 1believe not. . - | | 
Was it then, the good of Mankind, that 
invited Chriſt, to Conſtitute an erring 
Church? Truly no. For no good can.come 
to men, by ſuch a Churc- ; but rather: much 
| barm ; 


_ danger of erring, and 'of miſleading” his 


counters, uncertainty in matters of Faith 
happen, as amongſt the Reformers, con- 
tempt of all Religion ; and the ruineand de- 
ſtruſtion of Infinite Souls. For the Devil 
would never go about to ſeduce the Church, 
and to Pollute her Doctrine, with Errours - 
and Superſtitions, but todo Miſchief, and 
to bring Souls to Perdition. 
Wherefore, ſeeing that it could not re- 
dound,- either to the Glory of God, or the 
good of Men, that Chrift ſhould Found an 
Erring Church ; it 1s very groſs Errour, to 
hold that he did. And thoſe, who fo think ; 
do greatly miſtake, and exceedingly wrong 
the Wiſdom, and Goodneſs of our Saviour ; 
as will more clearly appear in the enſuing 
Diſcourſe. | 
If it be true, that the Church of Chriſt, 
for ſo many Ages, hath Err'd in her po&trine 
of Faith: Imbracipg, as it were, with both 
her Arms, and inſtilling into her Followers, 
many Pernicious Errors, many groſs Super- 
ſtitions : Notwithſtanding, that Chriſt her 
Spouſe and Saviour Promis d, Matth.16. That 
the Gates of Hell ſhould never prevail againſt 
her. That the Holy Ghoſt ſhould Abide with 
her Paſtors for ever, St. John cap. 14. and. 
ſhould Teach them all Truth, Joh. 16. That he 
himſelf would be .with them 4// days, ever 
till the end of the World, Mat. 28. And not- 
withſtanding, that God Promis'd, that His

harm ; yea, infinite miſchief. As endleſs _* 
Diſcord, Broils; Contentions ; Bloody En- E 
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ever, Daniel 2. And ſhould Never be Corrnpt- 
ed, Daniel 7. Being indeed the Pillar 'and 
ground "of Truth, as the- Apoſtle affirms, 
1 Tim. 3. If I'fay, the Doctrine of Proteſtant 
Teachers, about theErring of the Church of 
Chriſt, being ſo contrary to the Word of 
- God As it is, be true. | 
+» I demand of Prudent and Underſtanding 
Proteſtants, how it can be defended, that 
God is. truly Good, hath a fatherly care of 
Men, doth truly love them, and tender their 
Spiritual good,and hath a true deſire of their 
Eternal Salvation : Seeing, that whereas he 
doth freely permit the Devil, to fill the 
World with falſe and wicked Religions, with 
Abominable and Deteſtable Worſhips, to 
bring Men aſlurecly to everlaſting Damna- 
tion : He himſelf (though he could moſt 
calily do it) doth not continue, maintain, 
and uphold in the Worlf, in all Ages, ſo 
much as one True Religion, ſo much as one 
Holy and Divine Worſhip, to bring them to 
Salvation? No, not after that his Blefled Son 
made Man, by Infinite Humility, by Innu- 
merable Labours undergone for his fake, by 
ſhedding his moſt precious. Blood, had en- 
deavour'd to appeaſe his Indignation, to-mi- 
tigate his Wrath, and to gain and purchaſe 
Love and Mercy tor them.

And therefore we muſt 
of neceſſity grant, that he provideth the 
People of all Ages, of -a Trae and Viſible 
-Church, by which they may be Sav'd : And 
that he ever preſerves in all Ages, the Truth 
of his Goſpel (of which the Apoſtle ſpeaks 
in the Sentence alleadg'd) that ſo men may 
come to the knowledge thereof. 

For if the true Goſpel of Chriſt, be not 
extant in all Ages , how hath God a true 
Will and Deſire, that the People of all 
Ages, ſhould come, to the knowledge there- 
of? Neither is it ſufficient, that it be extant 
if the BIBLE, for all to come to the. 
knowledge thereof: For all cannot read the 
Bible ;-netther can thoſe which are skill'd in 
" Reading, thence pick out the true Goſpel, 
without the help of a True Jzterpreter : .But 
it muſt he ever extant in the Sums of- Chri- 
ſtian Doctrine left in the Church with the 
Ordinary Doors and Pa#tors of the Church, 
whom others are bound to Hear and Obey, 
Luke 10. Heb. 13. And of whom they are 
to learn Divine Faith, which is gotten by 
Hearimg, Rom. 10. which is clear out of
